ln accordance with SYCPG Bylaws, an election for 7 seats was held on Tuesday, March 15, 2010, at the
San Ysidro School District Office, 4350 Otay Mesa Road, San Ysidro, Califomia. The polls opened at
5:44 p.m and closed at 6:44 p.m.

Acting as an observer was Sara Lyons, AICP, Senior Planner, City of San Diego Communfi Planning
and City lnve#ment Departmenf. This Elec*ion Report is in conformance with SYCPG Bylaws, Exhibit C.

A. The following candidates were elected: Michael Gathet Raquel iloran, Felix Sanchez,
Itlichael Frcedman, Alberto Perez. There rEmain two seab vacant not able to be filled by this election
because the two-thirds criteria had not been met.

B. The following are the final results:

Total number of ballots cast 25
Number of illegal ballots: 0
Number of disqualified ballots: 0
Total QUALIFIED ballots counted: 25

C. The 7 seats are first filled by the candidates receiving the highest number of votes who
do not have more than I years of continuous service. Any remaining seats may be filled by candidates
who have more than 8 continuous years of service so long as they receive at least 2/3rds of the total
vote, EXCEPT THAT no more than 3 seats can be held by persons with more than 8 years of continuous
service.
